‘PARLIAMENT

The Northern Parliament will re-assemble 
to-morrow, but the sittings during February 
will be co to one day each week.

GALWAY, Monday. 

The Shops Act might not be on the Statute 
Book at all, said Mr. W. Drumgoole, Genera! 
Secretary of the Distributive Workers’ and 
Clerks’ Union, at the annual meeting of the 
Galway branch. He added that it was a 
scandal that laws should be ignored even by 
those sponsoring them, and the workers would 
have to demand that legislation would be 
enforced. 

Mr. Drumgoole was referring to the report 
of the branch secretary, Mr. John Cahill, 
which stated that a number of girls working 
in fruit and tobacconists’ shops in Galway, 
from 9 a.m. to 11.30 p.m., had informed 
officials that they could not afford to pay 
nominal union subscriptions. Wages in these 
cases averaged from 5s. to 12s. 6d. a week. 
The same working hours operated on 
Sundays, and as no time was allowed off for 
lunch or tea the girls had to take meals while 
assisting at the counter. 

Workers in these shops, Mr. Drumgoole 
said, were being treated as slaves and serfs, 
and the great problem of the day was to 
raise them out of that position. If the 
Government cared anything for shop 
assistants they would not allow their laws to 
be flouted, and they would not have 
suspended Sunday trading and half-holiday 
provisions in scores of types of businesses. 

Mr. John Burke said that matters 
mentioned in the report revealed a position 
of downright slavery.

** I can think of many places in France, 
Maly, Spain and gne that have less 
than Ireland in the way of such things 


as scenery and bathing facilities,’ writes 


a correspondent, “ but I can think of 
none with such ridiculous licensing laws 
as we have borrowed, for all our talk cf 
independence, from England. The T.T.A. 
should address itself to securing not just 
a slight but a complete relaxation of the 
restrictions that really make men drink 
more instead of less in this country. 

‘“‘ Another thing that we need is at 
least one drink that is cheap. It . 
not be terribly intoxicating, but we should 
have one beer or wine or spirit that 
competes in price with the verages 
available on the Continent. The Govern- 
ment might be prepared to forego its 
heavy excise duty in respect of that one 
selected drink. 

‘If the drink was as light as the tax 
the Government would lose very little, as 
the visitor would drink plenty of it— 
just as some Irish people drink plenty of 
champagne when they can get it at five 
francs a glass,”’

“ Another thing we need is some place 
for visitors to go in the evenings. We need 
dance halls that effer decent surround- 
ings with a reasonable charge for admis- 
sion. We need cafés with enough floor 
space for dancing and a small orchestra, 
in which the cost of a cup of coffee or a 
class of wine (the extension of permission 
to sell wine to such eafés would follow) 
would include the musie and dancing. 

“The Government wants money, the 
country wants tourists, and the tourists 
want entertainment; and al] three could 
be met by the erection of Government- 
owned Casinos in half-a-dozen of the 
best seaside resorts. At a French resort 
one goes naturally to the Casino at night. 
The admission charge is low, and inside 
one finds music, dancing, some sort of 
stage show or cinema, and, of course, the 
tables. 

‘The Government would have the 
admission - charges, table profits, bar 
profits, café profits and other incidentals. 
No need to elaborate. 

“TI have no patience with those who 
object on ‘moral’ grounds. The only 
thing that could be described as immoral 
in a Casino—and that by puritans only— 
is the gambling, and, as this State has 
swallowed the sweepstakes and legalised 
bookmaking, ‘hook, line and sinker,’ we 
would be arch-hypocrites to draw the line 
at roulette in any of its various forms.”’

The other two cases were received from 
London inspectors, who in each instance had 
found an illegitimate child sent from Dublin 
to a most unsuitable home. The Hon. Secre- 
tarv pointed out that before children are sent 
to homes it is very necessary that a report 
should be received from a trained investigator 
of the local authority or a Children Act 
inspector. 

The alternative title of the Society was 
approved, and can now be generally used— 
namely, the Nationa] Society for the Protec- 
tion and Care of Children, which will appear 
beneath that of the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children. This 
represents the changing nature of the bulk of 
the work of the Society.

LONDON EXPLOSIVES CHARGE 


Pete: Barnes has been awaiting trial at 
the Old bailey London. since last Septem- 
ber on a charge of possessing explosives 
in London. He was one of a number cf 
men who appeared at Bow street last 
August following raids by the police in 
houses in West London. 

Their arrest, it was alleged, frustrated 
a plot to cause in London explosions as 
big, if not bigger. than the one at 
Coventry on August 25 when five people 
were killed. 

It was on August 24 that officers of the 
Special Branch began to watch a flat in 
Leinster Gardens, Bayswater. and saw a 
number of men come and go. Two or three 
were followed that day and the next, and 
they were seen to take possession of two 
box tricycles and a carrier bicycle. 


POLICE RAID ON HOUSE 


The machines were taken to Leinster 
Gardens, and when they arrived the police 
decided to raid the place. As they did so 
two or three men tried to get away. One 
clinbed on to the roof at the back, followed 
by a detective, who smashed the panel ot 
a bathroom door and struggled with the 
fugitive on the roof. 

A search of the flat revealed a number 
of women’s hat-boxes containing partly. 
made time-bombs.. On the landing the 
police heard a ticking sound coming frotm 
a large parcel. An officer unwrapped the 
parcel and. found a bomb timed to po off 
at 2.30 about two hours later. 


BARNES’S STATEMENT IN 
COURT 


At the tria] of the men at the Old Bailey 
a Home Office expert said it was the 
largest bomb of its type he had seen. It 
was so powerful that it would have killed 
everyone in court and have wrecked the 
whole building. 

Barnes was not among those arrested at 
Leinster Gardens, but he was found a 
little later at an address in Westbourne 
terrace, where the police found a guide- 
book of Glasgow, a map of London and 
three small packets, which Barnes said 
contained «shampoo powders, but which 
were proved to contain potassium chlorate. 

When Barnes appeared with the others 
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Since the appeal was dismissed several 
moves had been made to secure their 
release. Arguments were put forward that 
their execution’ would embitter relations 
between Britain and Ireland at a time 
when a lasting settlement was hoped for.

The letcer was dated August 24, the day 
before the explosion. 

Three persons, including two women, 
jointly charged with Barnes and Richards 
at Birmingham, were found not guilty. 

Before the death sentence was passed 
Barnes again protested his innocence. 

Richards said: “ As a soldier of the Irish 
Republican Army, I am not afraid to die, 
as I am dying in a just cause.”’ 


RESULT OF THE APPEAL 


The conviction of McCormick (who was 
tried under the name of Richards) and. 
Barnes for the murder of Miss Laura 
Ansell followed a tremendous explosion in 
the busiest part of Coventry on August 
25th last year. Five people, including Miss 
Ansell, died in the explosion, and the 
number injured was about sixty. 

On December 14th, at Birmingham 
Assizes, Barnes and McCormick ( Richards) 
were ‘convicted of the murder of Miss 
Ansell, after a trial which had wsroused 
the most widespread interest in the whole 
of Britain and ths couniry. 

The appeal opened on January 22nd 
last before Lord Hewart, Mr. Justice 
Hilbery and Mr. Justice Hallet, Mr. 
Albert Wood, K.C., appearing for the 
appellants. 

In his summing up, when he announced 
the refusal of the appeal, Lord Hewart 


had also been charged in connection with 
the explosion. He said that the main 
ground of appeal was that the evidence 
of the two women required corroboration.

the trial.

LAUNCHED A YEAR AGO 


Commander J. R. N. Taylor is known 
to have lost his life as well as four ratings. 
The remaining four officers and 45 ratings 
are missing and feared dead. 

With her engines disabled the mine- 
sweeper was being towed in very big seas 
when the line parted and the ship 
capsized . 

The survivors, consisting of two officers 
and 44 ratings, have been landed. 

The Sphinx was launched in February 
last year at the works of William 
Hamilton and Co., Ltd., Port Glasgow. 
She was commissioned for service in the 
Sixth Mine-sweeping Flotilla, Portland, 
and was the last of the four mine-sweepers 
of the 1937 programme to be commis- 
sioned - She was launched almost exactly 
a year ago—on February 7th, 1939. 


THE COMMANDER. 


Before the. commissioning of the Sphinx, 
Commander Taylor was in command of 
the destroyer Delight in China. During 
the last war he served as midshipman and 
sub-lieutenant in the battleships Irresis- 
tible and King George V. and the 
destroyers Renard and Rapid. He went to 
sea direct from Dartmouth. -He was in 
command of H.M.S. Dainty 1932-33, and 
also formerly commanded the Abingdon. in 
the Second Mine-sweeping Flotilla in the 
Mediterranean. 

After attending the 1935 course at the 
M.A.F. Staff College, Andover, he was 
appointed to H.M.S. Effingham, Reserve 
Fleet flagship, in December of that year.

at Inchicore has failed to obtain the 
approval of the Minister for Local 
Government, pending further efforts 
to effect economies in plans that in- 
volve estimated outlays of £770 per 
dwelling. 

Concurrently, the Minister has con- 
sented conditionally to the completion of 
a loan of £250,000 at 5 per cent. for hous- 
ing schemes which include the construc- 
tion of 288 tenement flats, the condition 
being that the final application of the loan 
shall be reviewed when estimates of 
precise costs are submitted to the Depart- 
ment. 


HOUSING INQUIRY’S 
REPORT 


In the course of his letter conveying 
these decisions to the City Manager, the 
Minister indicates his reluctance to sanc- 
tion further housing outlays until the 
recommendations of the Housing Inquiry 
have been received. 

Meanwhile it is interesting to note 
certain significant references in the 
Minister’s ietter as they bear upon the 
relative costs of flats and cottages. 
Reminding the Corporation that the 
inquiry was appointed to report upon how 
‘the class, or classes, of accommodation 
that are necessary can best be made avail- 
able,’’ the Minister proceeded to refer to 
the '“ large amount of evidence given at 
the inquiry in regard to providing flats or 
cottages,”’ and adds the comment that 
‘the arguments put forward indicated 
excessive capital costs as one of the out- 
standing aspects of flat-building.”’ 


CONDITIONS OF SANCTION

6.800 SOVIET BOMBS

The bulletin said that 141 localities had 
been. attacked, several repeatedly, some as 
often as nine times in the same day. 

Between fifty and 400 enemy ’planes flew 
over Finnish territory every day. Six 
hospitals were bombed and machine- 
gunned, the official bulletin added. 

Last night’s Finnish communiqué states 
that no casualties were caused by repeated 
Russian raids al] over Finland on Sunday.

About a quarter of the town of 
Sortavala, north of Lake Ladoga, has been 
destroyed. 

The Finns are fighting successfully at 
Salla. while their Air Force continues to 
bomb Russian troops and bases. Nine 
Soviet ’planes were shot down on Sunday 
and four more are believed to have come 
down. 


STRONGHOLD RETAKEN 


A Press Association War Special Hel- 
sinki telegram states that a force of 500
